Mr. Palmer reported for the Committee on 
Buildings ana Grounds, Messrs. Aldis and Pike 
having put in the morning drawing up the re- 
port. It was admitted that it wos faulty, not 
setting forth the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of the different sites, but the haste 
with which it had to be drawn up was 
pleaded as an excuse. After a littie discus- 
sion it was referred back to the Committee 
on Buildings and Grounds with instructions 
that a final report be made to the Executive 
Committee Friday at 3:30 Dm. 

Agrees to Report Friday. 

The Executive Commitiee in its turn agrees 
to report to the directors Friday at 7:30 p. 
mi., Which shows conclusively that it has al- 
ready decided to pass the report on without 
making a selection. If any further proof 
Were required the adoption of a motion made 
by Mr. Cregier would supply it. 

Mr. Cregier moved that a recommendation 
be made to the directors that the arguments 
on each site be iimited to fifteen minutes. 
If more than one man speaks for one site the 
time will have to be diviaed according to the 
number who are to speak. This would be 
but a mockery if the Executive Committee 
had any intention of reporting a single site. 

The directors’ meeting is apt to be a lively 
one under these circumstances, and may bear 
a striking resemblance to a nominating con- 
vention. Twenty-three votes are required to 
choose a site; in other words, a quorum of 
the whole board, no matter whether tne at- 
tendance be large or small. With six or 
seven sites in the field twenty-three votes 
will be hard to get, unless the merits of one 
site stand out presminente If the Executive 
Committee were to report on a singie site it 
would be different. It could be rejected or 
accepted in short order. It would be no 
great trouble to get twenty-three votes on 
one side or the other. 

The question of the Secretaryship was also 
attracting a good deal of attention at head- 
quarters yesterday. So many statements 
have been made to the effect that this ap- 
pointment rested with the Natioual Commis- 
sion that even some of the directors began to 
be troubled about it. They had an idea that 
it rested with the corporation, and they were 
right, although some papers tnat are not con- 
versant with tse details have repeatedly 
stated that it lay with the Commissioners. 
Must Appoint a Secretary. 

The directors are not only permitted but 
are obliged by law to appoint the Secretary, 
and the National Commission has nothing to 
do with it. They will have to appoint a Sec- 
retary for their commission, and may ap- 
point the same man whom the directors make 
Secretary of the World’s Exposition of 1892. 
In the interests of harmony the directors 
will wait until the National Commissioners 
are here before making an appointment. The 
Commissioners will be consulted in the mat- 
ter, but it will not be left to them; it can’t 
be. The directors will take tne opinions of 
the Commissioners and then appoint a Secre- 
tary of the World’s Fair. The Commission- 
ers can then make him their Secretary also 
if they see fit; if not tney can appoint an- 
other man for their office. 

Nevertteless, so much has been said on the 
subject that it has been submitted to Mr. 
Bryan for an opinion as to what the relative 
powers are legally, ana he will prepare his 
opinion today. Concerning it and in answer 
to a query as to what the National Commis- 
sion had todo with it, he said yesterday: 

„The impression that the Secretary is a 
creation of the by-laws of our corporation is 
erroneous. The office is created by the 
statutes of the State under which we are in- 
corporated, and they are mandatory. OF 
course, therefore, the appointment of a Sec- 


rotary by the board is a necessity, so as to 


perfect the organization of the corporation. 
Thére 18, however, policy as weil as pro- 
priety in consulting the National Commis- 
sion concerning two appointments—viz. : 
Director-General and Secretary, those of- 
ficials haying duties to perform that interest 
both bodies. 
Would Seon Become Involved. 

“A Director-General, for instance, or 
a Secretary, if appointed by one of 
and acting entirely in- 
dependent of a hike official appointed 
by the other of the two bodies, would soon 
find himself involved in inextricable diffi- 
culties. Letters addressed to the World’s 
Exposition are expected to be answered by 
the Secretary, and if there are two a con- 
flict is inevitable.” 

This isa summary of a report Mr. Bryan 
will make and is the first clear idea of the 
matter that has been given out from head- 
quarters. According to the act of Congress 
and the incorporation under the lilinois 
statutes the National Commission has the 
same power to pass on the election of Lyman 
J. Gage as President as it has to pass on the 
election or appointment of any one else as 
Secretary. 3 

At the stockholders’ meeting today three 
questions only will be voted on. They are: 

1. The increase of the capital stock to $10,000,- 
000. 
2. The changing of the name of the corporation 
to the World's Columbian Exposition. 

& The adoption of the by-laws. 

The meeting will be held in the directors’ 
room iu the Adams Express Building between 
the hours of 10 a. m. and 7 p. m. x 

From intimations received at headquarters 
some of the stockholders have an idea that 
their votes and presence at the meeting will 
have some influence on the selection of a site 
and other matters. As this 1s a special meet- 
ing of the stockholders and is called for a 
specific purpose no other questions than 
those indicated above can be acted upon. The 
ideas which the directors wish most firmly 
impressed upon stockholders ure that the 
meeting is to de a voting one, that no ex- 
traneous questions are to be raised, and that 
the sooner a voter casts his ballot ana retires 
the better it will be for ail concerned. 


A PRINTERS’ CONGRESS, 


The Typographical Union Makes a Sug- 
gestion for the World's Fair. 

ArlLAN TA, Ga., June 11.—[Special. ]—Chi- 

cago will have two large labor gatherings 


during the World’s Fair if today’s action of 


the International Ty pogrephical Union proves 
successful. One resolution provides that the 
Internationa! Typographical Union in con- 
vention assembled at Atlanta take the initia- 
tory steps toward convening a Worla’s Typo- 
graphical Congress at Chicago in 1893, 
such as was held in Paris in 1881. This 
was followed by still another resolution, 
which was also adopted, to the effect that the 
delegates from this body to the American 
Federation. of Labor be instructed to use 
their efforts at the next meeting of the fed- 
eration toward having the body call a uni- 
versal cougress of workingmen at Chicago in 
1898. The general sentiment among the del- 
egates is that tne gathering in Chicago should 
be made worthy of the occasion and that an 
exhibition of the progress of typographical 
art from the days of Gutenberg to the pres- 
ent sbould be made of a complete charac-

REDS ON THE WARPATH. 


CHEYENNE INDIANS BOUND TO CAUSE 
TROUBLE,

Probability of an Uprising in Montana 
Cheyennes Trying to Induce the Sioux 
to Join in a Contemplated Raid on the 
Whites—Gov. Toole Sends Arms and 
Ammunition to the Settlers—Agent Up- 
shaw Marked for *laughter. 


Mies City, Mont., June 11.—[Special.]-- 
The Cheyenne Indian trouble is daily and 
hourly assuming a more serious aspect. Set- 
tlers coming intotown from outside agree 
that every indication points to an outbreak. 
Cheyenne bucks are scattered over the coun- 
try in small parties intimidating ranchers by 
insolent conduct and killing cattle largely in 
excess of their demands for food. The bucks 
occupy the high ground and are constantly 
signaling from point to point. Friendly 
Indians report that runners have been sent 
to Standing Rock and Pine Ridge to induce 
the Sioux and Pine Ridge Cheyennes to join 
in a contemplated raid. These raports are 
also to the effect that the Cheyeunes are go- 
ing to raid white settlements as soon as 
preparations are completed. 

Upshaw, agent of the Cheyennes, is 
marked for vengeance. He is to be scalped 
and his scalp divided so each Indian can 
have a piece. Sioux Indians traveling singly 
and in pairs, with large strings of ponies, 
have been intercepted coming from the di- 
rection of the Missouri River agencies and 
headed for the Cheyenne Agency. 

Whites Need Arm: and Ammanition. 

The Cheyennes are all well armed with 
Winchesters and have plenty of ammunition. 
The settlers and cowboys are poorly 
armed. To remedy this Sheriff Jones of Cus- 
ter County has asked Gov. Toole for 100 
rifles and 10,000 rounds of ammunition, which 
will arrive tomorrow and be sent out at once. 
There are now at the Cheyenne agency three 
troops of cavalry from Fort Custer, number- 
ing about 140 men, under command of Maj. 
Carroll. A detachment, one troop of caval- 
ry and three companies of infantry, under 
command of Capt. Mattheston, left Fort 
Keogh this morning for Sweeny Creek, where 
the Indians were reported troublesome, It 
probable that another detachment will be 
ordered to Ashland tomorrow. 

It may be possible to quell the outbreak by 
the presence of troops and armed ranchers 
and cowboys, but the only solution of the 
difficulty is the removal of the Indians, who 
are only half fed and have been keptin this 
condition for years past. Half their food 
has been furnished by stockmen of Custer 
County, who ure getting tired and will re- 
lieve themselves of this incubus if the Gov- 
ernment does not act, The killing of Fergu- 
son, fearful as it was as an ind 
vidual case, was only an incident. 
It is known that the Cheyenne 
Indians have sworn to kill every white man 
who discovers them killing cattle: Such dis- 


coveries are always involuntary on the part 


of the white man, but if in riding the range 
awhite man unfortunately stumbles on a 
party of Indians filling themselves with 
range beef his life is the forfeit. This state 
of affairs cannot lasi unless the country is 
given back to barbarism. If the Indians are 
not removed at once war will follow, which 
will be a war of extermination for the Chey- 
ennes. 
Arms Sent Forward. 

Herena, Mont., June 11.—/Special. |—Gov. 
Toole this morning received a dispatch 
signed by ten prominent citizens of Miles 
City requesting that he send 1,000 stand of 
arms and ammunition. In reply arms and 
ammunition were sent forward tonight in 
charge of Col. C. O. Curtis. The Cheyennes 
have left their regular camps and are gather- 
ing in small camps of from fifteen to twenty- 
five in the tepees and are firing at settlers’ 
houses and making the most threatening 
demonstrations. Rauchmen have been bring- 
ing their families into the settlement all day. 
Cattle are being shot down by the Indians 
through pure malice, as no parts of the ani- 
mals are used for beef. Eighteen cattle were 
shot in one bunch on Otter Creek. 

The murder ot Ranchman Robert Fergu- 
son was brutal in the extreme. He left his 
ranch to look for stray horses, intending to 
return the same night. He did not return, 
and a searching party started out. His body 
was found in the sand, loosely covered, and 
about 600 vards from where his dead horse 
lay. The body was wrapped in the saddle 
blanket and a rope tied about it, and the coat 
was wrapped about the head. His saddle, bri- 
die, and fieid-glasses were also found buried. 
There were two bullet wounds in the body 
and one through the left wrist, and the 
face of the corpse was bruised, showing 
it had been dragged some distance to the 
place of burial. Moccasin tracks in the sand 
clearly demonstrated that Cheyenne Indians 
did the bloody deed. Ferguson, in search of 
horses, had ridden to a place where his horse 
could not ascend. He had dismounted and 
climbed to a high point and was seated on a 
rock, as his footprints indicate, surveying 
the country through his field-glass. Below 
him and behind him was a party of Cheyenne 
Indians stripping two carcasses which were 
found there. The Indians, seeing they were 
caught, crawled to a high piece of ground 
opposite and shot him and his horse. 

Bound to Kilt Upshaw. 

Ros nun, Mont., June 11.—[Special.]— 
Stockmen from the Upper Tongue River re- 
port that the Sioux from the Pine Kiver 
Agency are coming in to aid the Northwest- 
ern Cheyennes and that the two tribes are 
jointly going on the warpath, first killing 
Upshaw, agent of the Rosebud Agency. The 
Indians are killing cattle by hundreds. 
Forty head were found killed on 
Pumpkin Creek, a stream tributary to 
the Rosebud River. None of the animals 
had been skinned. Indians came into 
Rosebud Station yesterday and tried to buy 
ammunition, Which was refused. Ammuni- 
tion and guns have been ordered and are now 
being gathered for shipment to Rosebud. 
Settlers and ranchers are greatly alarmed 
and serious trouble is feared. Men just in 
from the country report three ranch proper- 
ties burned ‘by Indians and a number of other 
houses shot into, but no people killed. 
A posse of cowboys left Rosebud 
Station this evening, and said they would 
drive the Indians back on the reservation 
without regard to United States troops. The 
Indians are camped eighteen miles from the 
station, on Rosebud River. The round-up is 
expected down the river tomorrow, and the 
posse which left Rosebud will meet them 
somewhere near where the Indians are now 
camped and expect assistance from them. 
Every precaution for self-protection is being 
taken among ranchers and people living 
along the line of the railroad.

Charges That Votes Were Offered for Sale 
to Elevated Roads. 

Boston, Mass., June 1I.— [Special. — The 
charge of bribery and corruption urged 
against certain Massachusetts State Senators 
has proved the sensation of the hour here. 
The Senate took the matter up immediately 
upon its assembly ‘this Morning and a com- 
mittee of invéstigation Was appointed. This 
body. began its work this @fternoon, summon- 
ing George Fred Will the young Repre- 
sentative who preferred the charges, to 
name guilty Senators and state his proof. 

The elevated railroad ativocates and State 
lobbyists Were on hand in force. Mr. Will- 
iams urged delay as he Was not ready to pro- 
duce his testimony. Pustied to a statement 
of what he really intended to show, he said: 
“T have evidence tending to show that a 
member of your honorable branch in con- 
sultation with persons representing one of 
the elevated railroad companies asking for a 
charter offered to produce his own vote as 
one of ten members of your honoraple branch, 
which ten members he would ‘deliver’ or 
their votes for the sum of $100,000 for each 
Senator.“ The company involved, he said, 
was the People’s Elevated road, but that in- 
cidental to the charges Would come up mat- 
ters concerning the West End railroad. Mr. 
Williams will name tne Senators alleged to 
have been concerned in the transaction and 
produce his proof tomorrow, , 

There have been rumorg of the free use of 
money among the members during the whole 


session and the lobbyists have been painful- 


ly active. This has been increased greatly 
by the hot rivalry betwe@n the several con- 
cerns seeking charters ior elevated rail- 
roads. There have bees four biils before 
the Legislature from many syndic- 
ates. They were known as the 
Meigs, the Mack, whe People’s, and 
the West End. The Pepple’s charter has 
been killed, the. Meigs ig a modified form 
granted, and the Mack and West End schemes 
ure now under fire. But the latter will un- 
doubtedly go through. Sie these bills came 
into the Legislature the members who so de- 
sired have feasted like princes at the best 
hotels and aristocratic clubs, and gossip of a 
character derogatory to the Massachusetts 
Legislature has been current. Mr. Williams, 
who has been a rather aggressive young poli- 
ticlan, has fought the measures tooth 
and nail from the start. He introduced 
amendments freely, and did all he could to 
block the bilis. The friends of the bill finally 
lost patience, and Mr. Davis of Boston, the 
House Chairman of the Committee on Street 
Railways, declared that he would accept no 
amendments which Mr. Williams might offer, 
and he wished him to understand that fact. 
Stung by the taunt Willgms turned livid, 
and in a scathing rejoinder hurled back the 
stories of corruption and bribery current, 
concluding ‘with the significant statement, 
And I believe them to be true.“ The House 
was in an uproar, and Mr. Williams having 
gone thus far was obliged to stand to his 
words, and asked for an investigation. His 
charges, he said, related to the Senate. 

Mr. Williams refuses to disclose the names 
of the guilty parties until tomorrow, when 
he comes before the Senate investigating 
committee. Senator Fassett of Berkshire, a 
brother of the New York Fassett who con- 
ducted the recent Tammany investigation, 
was named as the man aimed at. Senator 
Fassett, however, said: Tune whole sub- 
stance of the charge as applied to me is con- 
tained in the fact that I wrote a letter at the 
request of Mr. Hager to Dr. Moore, who was 
interested in the People’s elevated, in which 
I declared that it would be useless for him 
to see me, as I was already decided and did 
not care to talk to nim on elevated railroads. 
I have not a copy of my , but that is all 
there is to it, ana I am 5 prepared to 
stand by it.” 

L. P. Hager, who made the request of Sen- 
ator Fassett which brought forth the letter, 
said: »The letter which Williams has seen, 
and on which he bases his charge, is simply 
a refusal on the part of Senator Fassett to 
meet Dr. Moore and talk with him in relation 
to the merits of the People’s Elevated Road 
petitions. That letter got into the hands of 
Col. Sanderson of Atlantic, and when the 


People's petitions were not acted on favor- 


ably he told me that he proposed to knock the 
whole of this West End puéginess into a 
cocked hat.“ 

Williams, however, is believed to have 
other evidence, but just where the lightning 
will surike is altogether a matter of surmise. 
That corrupt methods have been used is gen- 
erally believed, but that an investigation will 
unearth them is a matter of speculauon.

MURDERER KEMMLER’S LAST HOPE GONE 


The Condemned Man Remanded to Auburn 
Prison for Execution. 


Syracuse, N. V., June 11.—Judge Wallace, 


on motion of Attorney-General Tabor, has 
vacated and dismissed the writ of hubeas 
corpus in William. .Kemmler’s case. The At- 
torney General appeared for the agent and 
Warden of Auburn Prison.

This was 
seconded, and President Beale interrupted 
possible debate by arising to uay 
that the charges not having been 
thoroughly investigated by the press, and no 
formal compiaint having been received by 
the board, he did not believe the board was 
necessarily called upon to take up the 
matter, 

Mr. Forch suggested that tne question 
had been brought to the attention of the 
board by Mr. Bremner, and that was suffl- 
cient. The same view of the matter was 
taken by Mr. Brenan, who said that while 
he did not propose to aiscuss the propriety of 
sectarian exercises in schools it was clearly 
against the rules of the board, and he asked 
that the committee take up tne matter.

Schools in Aunexed Territory. 

A preliminary report that is to be supple- 
mented by a fuller report on the organiza- 
tion of the schooisin the annexed territory 
Was submitted by the Com mittee on Annexa- 
tion. It suggested memoranda as follows: 

Have ail business matters under the 
charge of one business agent, a manager 
named Guilford, and three assist- 
ants, including Mr. Osgood and 
Mr. Fleding. Have all business matters 
at present in the office of the 
Clerk and of the Chief Engineer transferred 
to Guilfora’s office. The Chief Enginger to 
continue as now to perform his functions as 
a Chief Engineer. The Cierk’s office’ to per- 
form largely the same funcuons as at pres- 
ent, except that business matters should be 
transferred to the business department; 
that the preparation of pay-roils 
of teachers should be partially turned 
over to the Assistant Superintendent, and 
that the Clerk should have ima larger de- 
gree than at present the charge of the clerical 
work for the different committees of the 
board. Abolish the Committee on School 
Sites and District Boundaries, giving the 
Commissioner on Buildings and Grounds 
charge over school sites, and the Committee 
on School Management to have charge over 
district boundaries. 


Instructions to Superintétdents. 

Under tne head of Superintendents of In- 
struction it is suggested: Increase the num- 
ber of Assistant Superintendents by select- 
ing three additional onesfor the annexed 
territory. Place one Assistant Superintend- 
ent specifically in charge of all the high 
schools. Arrange the other seven assistants 
so that each will have charge of a subdivis- 
ion ot the city. Give the Assistant Super- 
intendents a more distinct and defi- 
nite looting. Change the titie 
of Superintentent to General Superintend- 
dent. Have the Division Superintendents 
change divisions frequently. Delegate to 
each Division Superintendent some particular 
school where he may be in attendance at 
stated hours as often as convenient; that 
teachers, pupils, and may come 
thereto such division headquarters. Have 
the Superintengent and assistant constitute 


a board or committee of Supermtendents. 


to pass upon such quéstions of school policy 
as assignments, transfer of teachers, decide 
matters of appeal from individual superin- 
tendents subject to the control of the board; 
have the division superintendent prepare the 
pay- rolls for that division and superinter a 
transfers of pupils from one school to an- 
other; to suspend teachers for cause tem- 
porarily. . 

Abolish the Oakland High School, trans- 
ferrine pupils to Hyde Park High School and 
South Division High School. In the outly- 
ing districts where there are numerous small 
schools capabie of being grouped together to 
arrange them under one principal to act as 
supervising principal for the group.

The Well-Known Newspaper Man Passes 
Away at Gis Home in Hin«dale. 

Charies R. Dennett, managing editor of 
the Globe, died suddenly at his residence m 
Hinsdale last evening about 8 o’clock. He 
had been indisposed for several days, but 
no serious results were anticipated from his 
illness. 5 ae 

Mr. Dennett was born in Nova Scotia in 
1824, and when still quite young entered 
the newspaper business in Boston 
and served a thorough apprenticeship. 
His first engagement outside of Boston 
was with the New York Herald under the 
elder Bennett. His work on that paper placed 
him in communication with newspaper men 
in all parts of the country, and on leaving 
the Heraid he was at no loss for au opening. 
Coming West in the 50’s he accepted a position 
on the Cincinnati Commercial, remaining in 
From Cincinnati 
he went to Toledo, and was interested in a 
paper in that city. He took au active 
part in politics, and was a delegate to the 
Democratic National Convention which 
nominated Douglas in 1860. His next move 
was to St. Paul, where he was conn 
with the Pioneer- Press. g

He re- 
mained with that paper until the spring of 
1888, when, the Globe having been started by 
several of his old associates, he accepted the 
position of managing editor, retaining the 
same up to the time of his death. 

Prof. Rodney Welch, an old associated of 
Mr. Dennett, had this to say: 

„Charlie Dennett led a varied life, and 
saw many ups and downs. He had dozens of 
opportunities of making a fortune, but was 
always compelled to let go just 
at the wrong moment. He was 
wrecked on Mount Desert when a 
young man. The whole island was offered to 
him for a small sum, bat although he foresaw 
the great future of the place he did not buy. 
He afterwards owned forty acres of land in 
what is now the heart of tne City of Toledo. 
He lived long enough to see one lot bring 
more than the original tract, but he dia not 
own it then. At onetime he owned a large 
tract ot timber land in Maine. He 
knew if he could “have _ held 
it a few years it would have made his for- 


tune, but a sense of duty compelled him to 


let it go. The latest calamity was the burn- 
ing of his house at Hinsdale a month ago, 
when his wife was so seriously injured that 
she will be marked for life. 

„ He was a great man in my opinion—a man 
of great intellectuality, honesty, and earnest- 
ness of purpose.”

CHIEF JUSTICE AND GRADUATE, 


Lawyers Fraternize at the Union College 
of Law Alumni Banquet. 

About 150 of Chicago’s most distinguished 
lawyers—present and prospective—gatnered 
last evening at the Palmer Houseat the third 
annual banquet of the Union College of Law 
Alumni Association. Frederick A. Smith, 
67, presided as toastmaster. Chief Justice 
Fuller was the honored though silent guest 
of the evening. 

Judge Prendergast, 79, spoke on jury re- 
form, and, while eloquent in his praise of the 
system, found its present application Dy no 
means perfect. While sarcastically admit- 
ting that jurors were chosen for their literary 
and legal character he feared that their de- 
cisiotis could be foretold if not forestalled in 
certain headquarters not far from the Court- 
House. He feared that political power, if 
not crime, was liable to influence decisions. 
The grand jury ought to be the mirror of 
honest public opinion. At present the County 
Board left the selection of petit jurors to a 
few clerks whose salaries were not princely, 
but which could be increased by their indi- 
vidual action. He recommended a return to 
the old system. 

When Justice Harlan rose to respond to 
the toast to The Judiciary,”’ he was greet- 
ed with ringing and prolonged applause. He 
apologized for his inability to properly re- 
spond to the toast. 

If I have had an idle moment since reach- 
ing this city ten days ago,” he said, “Ido 
not know it, such is the hospitality and — 
erosity of this marvelous city. I have often 
wondered if when we come to give an ac- 
count of ourselves at that last day there will 
not be some enterprising Chicago newspaper 
reporter present to give an exact account of 
our confessions.“ 

A large part of the response was made up 
of reminiscences ot the bench, praise of the 
bar, and congratulations to the young gradu 
ates.

Franz Amberg returned from the State 
Capital yesterday fully determined to make 
an aggressive fight for the State Treasurer- 
ship.

His 
friends claim that he is the strongest man 
who could be named for the place, and that 
his nomination i» a foregone conclusion.

He was in 
Springfield yesterday, and will reach Chi- 
cago this afternoon. He depends largely for 
support on the Second Senatorial District— 
the Fourth Ward and the Lake-Hyde Park 
region.

Down in the Calu- 
met-Thornton-Blue Island region they say 
they do not know who he is. 
Ine feeling, too, that Col. Taylor 
should be given a second term is telling 
against Lawrence. In fact there was some 
talk yesterday among the anti-Taylor men of 
dropping Lawrence and taking .up either 
Eugene Cary or ex-Ald.

The ward 
committee has rejected his list, which will 
nevertheless be presented atthe polis.

In 
tne Thirty-secOnd the fight will be again be- 
tween the Dorsey-Patton-Kinney combina- 
tion and the Crawfodrd-Morgen combination. 
The result is in doubt. 

As far as can be ju@ed from an impartial 
survey ot the situation just now Taylor will 
win in the First because the opposition can- 
not unite: against him, and Willits will win 
in the Fourth because the Republicans there 
do not care to give Mr. Adams another term 
and because Mr. Willite is able and de- 
servedly popular. 

The First Gun.

AN AMERICAN CITIZEN ILL-TREATED. 


On an Unfounded Charge He Is Thrust 
into a German Prison.

BERLIN, June 1L.—A tremendous sensation 

has been caused bere by the arrest of Joseph 
Jonasson of the firm of Meyer, Jonasson & 
Co., New York, on tne charge of libeling Em- 
peror William. It appears that the American 
met one evening a couple of students whom 
he had seen before. He went with them to 
several places, when suddenly both of them 
turned on Jonasson and accused him of mak 
ing objectionabie observations about the 
Emperor, although his name had never been 


mentioned. 

Jonasson then noticed that the students were 
both drunk and he tried to smooth the mat- 
ter over as a joke, but they refused to listen 
to him and called the police, who were only 
too glad to have the chance of arresting an 
American. They took Jonasson to a dirty 
little station, where he was rudely 
searched and all valuables, papers, etc., 
were taken from him. The Awmer- 
ican protested against this disgraceful 
treatment, and called the officers’ at- 
tention to the drunken condition of the 
students and demanded his release, but all 
his protests were of nouse. He was shoved 
into the Black Maria and rapidly driven to 
police headquarters. The officers.at this sta- 
tion likewise declined to entertain his pro- 
tests and ordered Jonasson to be removed 
immediately to jail. He was taken to a dirty 
cell and compelied to give up his own clothes 
and wear the prison garb. For three days 
and nights he was kept in solitary close con- 
tinement and given fiithy food. 

Meauwhile Jonasson’s brother, who was 
staying atthe same hotel, became uneasy at 
his disappearance and made frantic endeav- 
ors to obtain information as to his brother’s 
whereabouts. He searched the morgue and 
hospitais in vain. He went to police head- 
quarters and was told that nothing was 
known of such a person. He gave up the 
search in despair. All this time the unfortu- 
nate victim of the students’ drunken freak 
was lying prostrate in his cell. He first 
asked to be allowed to communicate with 
his brother and gave the official his 
address. The latter promised to go ana 
find him, but did not even go to the 
hotel. for he came back soon after and said 
he could not see him and the name was un- 
known. Then Jonasson asked some one to 
send to the American Legation or a good 
lawyer in the city, but without success. He 
was told that he must wait and take his 
chance io the dock iv the ordinary manner. 
Then he tried to bribe the guards, but his 
requests and offers were not listened to. At 
length, after suffering great privations, 
Jonasson succeeded in getting one of the 
best lawyers in Berlin, who made a speech 
in behaif of the prisoner and secured his re- 
lease on bail, which was placed at a high 
figure in the hope that the American’s 
friends would be unable to furnish it, but 
they were able to defeat this hope and Jonas- 
son was set free. 

His accusers now say the charge was made 
while they were drunk, and therefore tney 
remember pothing about the affair, but it is 
hardly likely they will be allowed to go with 
such an infamous excuse. They were spoken 
to the morning following the arrest, and 
said it was all perfectly true, and that the 
American libeled the Emperor. Efforts have 
been made to hush up the case, but the 
Americans refuse to listen to such a pro-

A Wall Street Man Identified as a Successfal 
and Daring Forger. 


New Yorx, June 11.—[special.]—It was 
sunset in Wall street today for an old Na- 
poleon of Finance“ and sunrise for a new 
one. “Edgar Gray,” general factotum of 
the United Statés Land and Investment com- 
pany, and chief agent in its scheme to unload 
$750,000 of trust certificates upon con- 
servative investors.“ was fully identified 
as William E. Gray, who twenty years ago 
was oneof the most noted and successful 
forgers in the country, and before the close 
ot business hours the severance of his con- 
nection with the investment company and 
his contemplated early departure for the 
other side the ocean were an- 
nounced. At the same time Rudolph Gordon 
Frazer appeared above the financia) horizon as 
the originator, developer, and manager of 
one of the most picturesque bits of high and 
lofty financial tumbling that has amused the 
street since Henry S. Ives, in his more exten- 
sive but not more ingenious way, used to 
pawn a railroad with bis left hand for money 
to buy another one with his right. 

The controlling interest in the stock of the 
Investment company came by some means 
into the hands o ger ae Gordon Frazer, at 
that time a humbie clerk in the office, but a 
young man, nevertheless, with a soul 
full of confidence in himself and in 
the gullibility of the investing pub- 
lic, and this is the condition 
in which the concern now is, according to 
the story of Mr. Frazer himself.

but did not do so. He said necessity drove him 
to swindling. His home was in Arkansas, where 
he had been a teacher in both the Sunday and 
the secular schools. He left home on accountof 
ill heaith and went to St. Louis, walking from 
there to Chicago. He said this scheme of swind- 
ling was suggested by another advertisement 
which he saw.

NERSHIP. 

The statistics of the business relations be- 
tween the United States Government and the 
Louisiaaa lottery ought to raise such a moral 
panic in Congress that all other business will 
be made to wait until the unholy partnership 
is dissolved. “Reno,” the old and reliable 
correspondent of the Cincinnati Commercial 
Gazetie, sends to that paper a succinct state- 
ment of tne business connection which the 
General Government maintains with this in- 
famous gambiing institution, without which 
it could not livea week. A brief abstract 
will serve to fasten the responsibility of the 
Government as a particeps criminis. 

Thirty-seven of the old thirty-eight States 


their limits. Twenty of them prohibit the 
advertisement of lotteries or lottery tickets, 
but into every one of these States circulars, 
advertisements, and lottery tickets are sent 
from New Orleans, and from every one of 
these States miilions of dollars, swindied out 
of the working classes and the poor, are sent 
to New Orleans through the agency of the 
United States mails. Everyday, through the 
365 days of the year, an average of 6,000 lot- 
tery letters is received at the New Orleans 
Post-Office, and 8,000 of them are deliv- 
ered under the cover of a fraudulent 
address to M. A. Dauphin, President of the 
lottery, hiding behind his address as a pri- 
vate citizen. These letters pour $13,687,500 a 
year into the maw of the lottery. There is 
also daily delivered under cover of the trau- 
dulent address of the New Orleans National 
Bank, a Government bank doing business 
under a Government charter and acting as a 
lottery agency, an aggregate of 3,000 more 
registered letters, which the bank delivers 
daily to special lottery carriers and which 
pour an aggregate of $10,950,000 more into 
the maw of the lottery. Thusthe New Or- 
leans Post-Office is the Governm ent agency 
which delivers nearly $25,000,000 in support

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THE “ARID” REGIONS. 

Tne St. Paul Pioneer- Press rejoices over the 
recent heavy rains in the Northwest—as does 
this paper—and improves the occasion to say: 

It is perfectly clear to any one who has looked 
into the meteorology of the Northwest that this 
section thnves amply. as we have shorn, upon 
@ much lighter annual precipitation than those 
regions where the winterisa time of frequent 

and heavy rains. By the concentration of our 
rainfall in just that season of the year when the 
young plants need it most and when it will must 
promote their growth, we utilize every particle 
of moisture that falls, and thrive upon an an- 
nual aggregate of rain or snow that would mean 
a —— to a different and more southerly cli- 
ma 

If this be so it is indeed a dispensation of 
Providence. That favored land where the 
rain falls when it is needed, and at no other 
time, is the paradise of the farmer. It is the 
impression of Tue Trirpunz, however, that it 
did not happen just that way in the Dakotas 
last year. 

However that may be, Tun Trisune will 
say once for all to the Pioncer-Press, which 
seems to wish to convey the impression that 
this paper is rather pleased with droughts 
and displeased with rains in the Far West, 
that it is as sincerely anxious for the welfare 
of that section as tne St. Paul paper can be 
It would be pleased if there were as heavy a 
rainfall in the Dakotas, Western Nebraska, 
and Kansas, or any portion of what are 
usually known as the arid regions, as in 
linois. It has no love for barren wastes 
and lands where the farmer is ever on the 
verge of starvation. But that is no reason 
why it should not publish the state- 
ments of persons whom it believes to be 
responsible and unprejudiced because they 
are less roseate than those of men who have 
every temptauon to be boomers. Thus, when 
this paper published the fact that there was 
destitution in certain counties in South Da- 
kota many citizens of that State denied the 
truth of it, thinking it might scare away set- 
tlers, But it turned out that the stories told 
were not exaggerated. The impartial paper 
at a distance told the truth and the partial 
papers nearer the spot dia not. 

It is as well settled as most things can be 
that the farther west of the hundredth merid- 
ian one gets the smaller the annual rain- 
If 
for one or two years itis up to the average 
east of the hundredth meridian the chances 
are there will be a drought the next. Some- 
times whut rain does fall falls at the moment 
it is most needed, but often it does not and 
the farmer suffers. 

These are facts with which a person in- 
tending to settle west of the Missouri should 
be made acquainted, so that he may be on his 
guard. It is better that he should learn them 
beforehand from a paper or in any other way 
than to be taught them in the bitter school of 
personal suffering. One swallow does not 
make a summer, and the rains of this month 
and last have not abolished the arid regions 
of tae United States. Besides, the crop has 
not been gathered. It may be well to reserve 
congratulations upon the rainfall until next 
autumn, 
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TO THE NEW ALDERMEN. 
If the Aldermen of the annexed districts 


wish an immediate increase of the water 
supply for the people they represent they 
must act iotelligently and harmoniously. 
They must be persistent and zealous. An 
effort will be made to defeat the proposition 
to place the rebate fund at the disposal of 
the Finance Committee for carrying out the 
proposed plan of water supply improvementin 
Lake and Hyde Park. Aid. Summerfield and 
one or two other Aldermen who are opposing 
the disposition of the rebate fund as indi- 
cated are honest and conscientious but mis- 
taken about it. Another class of Aldermen 
want the rebate fund utilized in some such 
way that they may derive personal gain 
therefrom. It will be the duty ot the sub- 
urban Aldermen to convince Ald. Summer- 
field of his error. In this they will have the 
codperation of the Corporation Counsel and 
the leaders of the Finance Committee. They 
can further fortify themselves with opinions 
from some of the ex-Corporation Counsels 
of the city in favor of the proposed use of 
the rebate fund. 

But their duties will only begin when the 
plans are adopted and the money set apart 
for the work. The most difficult part re- 
mains. That is to get the Department of 
Public Works in motion and to keep it mov- 
ing. Only persistent effort will accomplish 
this. Their experience with Mr. Purdy and 
Mr. Northway ought to have convinced the 
new Aldermen of this long ago. They must 
not take excuse for delay from the two of- 
ficials mentioned. The Aldermen must keep 
prodding the two functionaries referred to in 
order to make them progressive. They 
must not listen to excuses from Mr. North- 
way that he has not time to finish the plans, 
or from the Commissioner that he cannot ob- 
tain the materiai for the job. The work 
ought to be pushed vigorously and diligently, 
even thoughit may have to be taken out of 
the hands of sleepy officials. 

The need for a larger water supply in the 
southern section of the city is great and im- 
mediate. The want can be supplied if the 
suburban Aldermen act with vigor and intel- 
ligence. 


THE OHIO WOOLMEN NOT YET SATISFIED. 

When the McKiniey bill was passed by the 
House Messrs. Delano, Lawrence, and Harp- 
ster of Ohio, who raise blooded rams to sell 
to Texas and New Mexico ranchmen, and 
therefore pretend to be great friends of the 
farmers living east of the arid regions who 
are still raising wool, professed satisfaction 
with its provisions. But it appears that they 
are already doubtful whether it will be thé 
priceless boon they thought it would, ana 
they are preparing to ask that it be made 
even more rigid than it is. 

It has come to their knowledge that some 
of the woolimported as third class, or car- 
pet wools, is used for the manufacture of 
clothing. It is true that it is proposed to put 
a duty of eight cents a pound on ali third 
class wools costing over 12 cents a pound, 
but the raisers of blooded rams say that they 
now see that is not protection enough, und 


have resolved to ask the Senate to amend the 


wool schedule so as to make it impossible to 
bring in as carpet wools anything which can 
possibly be used as clothing wool. Methods 
may be invented by which these cheaper 
wools may be used for the making of cloths 
ata reduced price, but Messrs. Delano ana 
Harpster do not propose that the consumers 
of the country shall have the benefit of what 
mechanical ingenuity can do to cheapen pro- 
duction. They insist on it that the price of 
woolen clothing, which is about the chief ar- 
ticle of co®sumption next to food, must be

Ingenious men are all 
the time making inventions by which the 
cheaper may be substituted for the more 
costly raw material. The adversary is all 
the time sowing tares among the wheat, and 
noteven the sleepless vigilance of Messrs. 
Delano, Harpster, and Lawrence can keep 
up with him. 

Butif the Tariff bill absolutely prohibitea 


the importation of raw Wool and woolen 


goods there would be no chance for inventor 
or for Judge to get in his wicked work. The 
manufacturer would have to buy American 
wool and the consumer to wear American 
woolens. As the total wool crop of tue coun- 
try is but 300,000,000 pounds, as against a 
consumption -of 600,000,000, the price of 
American wool would go up to about a dollar 
a pound, for men and women must have 
woolen fabrics. The sheep-raisers would 
then get rather more for their fleeces than 
the extra cost of their clothing, but the con- 
sumers who had no sheep would have an evil 
time of it. 

If these humbueging Obioans really had 
the welfare of the tarmer at heart they 
would use their influence, net to increase 
duties on wools not grown in this country 
and which cannot be grown here profitably, 
but to take off the duty on such wools alto- 
gether. That would givean immense impetus 
to the woolen manufacture in this country. 
The manufacturer being able to buy these 
cheaper mixing wools at a lower rate would 
buy more pounds of American wool to mix 
with them, and the increased demand for 
demestic fleeces would make them worth 
more, while the farmer would have to pay 
less instedd of more for his Woolen fabrics. 
The quantity of wool imported would in- 
crease, but that of manufactured goods would 
begin to diminish at once. There would be 
more and better paid work for American 
artisans, better prices for American farmers, 
and lower prices for American consumers, 
INCONSISTENT PROFESSIONAL REFORMER. 

A professional moral reformer cannot af- 
ford to be inconsistent. Whatever he 
preaches he should practice publicly that it 
may be seen and known of all men and that 
they may have faith in his sincerity and his 
moral courage and be induced to follow in 
his footsteps. The New York Dvening Post 
is a professional reformer which does not al- 
ways live up to its professions. It has con- 
stituted itself the organ of international 
copyright and British monopoly of the Amer- 
ican book-market. It has based all its ap- 
peals upon high standards of morals. It has 
characterized the republication of foreign 
books as piracy and the publishers as pirates, 
thieves, and violators of the eighth com- 
mandment. Upon its theory books are prop- 
erty, those who reprint them are guilty of 
selling stolen property, and those who buy 
them are receivers of stolen property, and 
there is no good in them. 

During the past few days the Post has 
been wrestling with its backsliding breth- 
ren,e Funk & Wagnalis, who were conspic- 
uous advocates of the International Copy- 
right monopoly because they have issued a 


cheap photographed reprintof the Encyclo- 


pedia Britannica and put it on the market at 
much less cost than the original edition can 
be sold at. It has accused them of stealing 
the Messrs. Blacks’ property, of piracy, of 
offering stolen goods for sale, of dishonesty, 
of brazen violation of thé eighth command- 
ment. Its indignation has been intense and 
its wrath has been holy. It has moralized 
and sermonized ypon the criminal conduct of 
Messrs. F. & W. and warned the public of 
the character of these bold bad mén, sailing 
under the black flag of the pirate. During 
all this time, however, the great reformer 
has displayed in a conspicuous place in its 
columns the advertisement of this reprint, 
explaining its merits, its cheapness, and all 
the other induceménts which it offers to the 
public, and telling its readers Where to go 
and how to get it. Is this altorether consist- 
ent? If the action of this firm is piracy, is 
not the Post a moral or immoral partner of 
the pirate? If these are stolen goods, is not 
the Post a particeps criminis in advertising to 
the public how and where it may secure 
the plunder? If te pirates are 
violating the eighth commandment, 
is not the Post violating it in spirit also? Is 
it notindeed worse than the pirates them- 
selves? The latter have a great deal at stake. 
They have risked @ great many thousand 
doilars, not to speak of time ana effort, in 
committing their so-called piracy. The most 
tne Post could have lost by refusing to com- 
mend this piracy to the public and to heip 
increase the sale of the stolen goods was two 
or three dollars a day! But it is never too 
late to mend. Will not this great reformer 
cease denouncing the pirates in such harsh 
terms while it is acting as a fence by 
helping them to dispose of their plunder, or 
courageously resolve no longer to be a parti- 
ceps criminis, and thus make its position con- 
sistent? :

Capitaiship. But when the people from all 
the States have been here to the great Fair 
they will doubtless come to the conclusion on 
their own motion that their next National 
project should be the removal of the Capital 
to this lively and enterprising municipal do- 
main. Chicago can afford towait. Allcomes 
to him who waits. 


THE HIGHER DUTY ON TIN-PLATE. 

While the Washington dispatches do not 
state positively that the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee has decided to leave unchanged the 
provision of the McKimiey bill more than 
doubling the duty on tin-plate, yet they inti- 
mate that such is the case. If so the com- 
mittee has closed its eyes to one of the most 
abominable features of tne prohibition tariff 
bill sent by the House to the Senate. 

Even though tin is free no tin-plate is made 
in this country. During tne last fiscal year 
727,000,000 pounds of tin-plate were im- 
ported, valued at $21,000,000, and. paying in 
duties $7,279,000. It is proposed that after 
the Ist of July, 1891, the duty, which is now 
a cent a pound, shall be 2. 185 cents. Assuming 
that importations are not diminished the 
duties will be $15,630,000, or $8,350,000 more 
than atpresent. The cost to the consumer of 
every tin article he buys will of course be in- 
creased by reason of the higher duties ana 
the profits of a number of persons on them. 

How long it is intended that the consumers 
shall pay this increased bill nobody knows. 
Neither Maj. McKinley nor any of his mouth- 
pieces will commit themselves to a predic- 
tion as to how many years will elapse before 
prices will drop to What they now are. The 
most they will say is that this heavier duty 
will start the manufacture of tin-plate in 
this country, and that in the course of time 
protection will cheapen prices. But if ten 
years pass before that happens the country 
will have paid out $83,000,000 for nothing. 
But nobody will give a bond that ten years 
will see the era of reduced prices begin. 

One prohibitory tariff organ commits itself 
to the odd statement that there is no reason 
to believe that the tin-plate made in this 
country under the inspiration of the tariff 
would sell at a higher price than the im- 
ported article now does. There are grounds 
for thinking this to be an error. The cost 
abroad of the imported tin-plate is 2.9 cents 
a pound. With auty added it becomes 
3. 9 cents. Can the American manufacturer, 
no matter what his protection, make 
it that cheaply? It is stated that the same 
quality of steel sheets which are used for tin- 
plate cost today when purchased untinned, 
unpacked, or unboxed from the American 
manufacturer 4 cents a pound, or a tenth 
of a cent more than the tinned sheet costs in 4 
Wales. If this be so itis difficult to see how 
the American manufacturer can make tin- 
plate for sale at the present price. Before he 
can do it he must have cheaper steel plate. 
The McKinley bill should have provided for 
securing that first. 

Whoever begins the manufacture of tin- 
plate in this country will have to charge at 
least 5 cents a pound. The home-made arti- 
cle will not be procurable at a lower price 
than the foreign one, and the consumers will 
have to pay their eight or ten millions extra 
for an article of constant and common use. 
The Finance Committee should figure out 
what this increased duty on tin-plate will 
cost the people before approving of it. 


A BILL is now pending in Congress which 
provides that all books, bound and unbound, 
shall pay the same postage. The object of 
the bilbis to relieve the mail of second-class 
matter, the great bulk of wh'ch is composed 
of flashy and pernicious paper volumes which 
get through at one cent a pound, and to place 
all books on the same level so far as trans- 
mission is concerned. The bill was only in- 
troduced the other day, but has already cre- 
ated an active interest among Congressmen, 
and it is intimated will be promptly acted 
upon. This is all right; but how about the 
three bills introduced months ago concerning 
the transmission through the mails of the 
entire business of a great gambling institu- 
tion known as the Louisiana Lottery? Are 
they to be smothered and never heard from 
again? Are they not as important as the 
flashy-story bill?

Wasmxerox, D. C., June 11.—[Special.|—A 
pretty good slice of the money appropriated 
by the Sundry Civil bil, which was com- 
pleted today, will be expended in IIlinois. 
An appropriation of $30,000 is made for the 
purchase of a site and the commencement of 
work on the public building to be erected at 
Aurora, which is $45,000 less than the limit 
of the cost of the building, but about all that 
can conveniently be used in one year. The 
full amount estimated for the compieuon of 
the approaches and breakwater at the Ma- 
rine Hospital at Chicago—$15,000—is given, 
and $45,000 for repairs to the Custom-House 
and the Sub-Treasury Building. The sum 
of $10,000 1s appropriated for an elevator 
in the custom-house at Cairo, and 
various purposes at 
Rock Island. The principal items of 
the latter appropriation are $35,000 for a via- 
duct over the railway near the arsenal; $10,- 
000 for the fur ter development of tne water 
power; $25,000 for shop K; $10,000 for ma- 
chinery and shop fixtures; $15,000 for care, 
preservation, and improvemeet of buildings, 
fences, sewers, eto.; $7,000 for the arsenal 
railway; $12,000 for maintenance of the draw;

Prospects of the Silver Bill, 

The silver men say that the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee has reported the House 
Silver bill in a mutilated form that will cause 
its defeat in the Senate and give them a 
chance to get through a more liberal meas- 
ure. The Finance Committee, they say, has 
catered to Wall street in cutting out the 
clause providing for free coinage of silver 
when silver and goid reach parity and by 
taking away the legal-tender quality of the 
silver certificates to be issued on deposits of 
bullion and limiting the operation of tke bill 
to ten years, and have attempted to satisfy 
Western men by dropping the bullion re- 
demption feature. Such a biil, the silver 
men say, cannot pores> d pass the House, 
even if the Senate should agree to it. Speak- 
er Reed calls the bullion redemption feature 
the saving clause of the bill, and his influ- 
ence will guide tne leaders of the House.

ANTI-LOTTERY-MZEN EN THUSIASTIC 


They Refuse to Temporize with the Evil 
or Postpone the Fight. 

New Orveans, La., June 11.—)|Special.)|— 
The lottery bil) was not reported back to the 
House by the special committee today as was 
expected. The committee met and elected 
the Hon. Bernard Shields Chairman and 
then, at the request of an anti-lottery mem- 
ber who was absent, adjourned without 
action untii tomorrow. Late last night a 
ripple of excitement was caused by the pres- 
entauon to Senator Foster of the anti-caucus 
of a proposition signed by Col. A. W. Cran- 
dell, Chairman of the Democratic State Com- 


mittee, as follows: 

The proposition of John A. Morris for an ex- 
tension of lottery privileges in this State is be- 
lNieved by many good Democrats to be a possible 
cause of dissension within the party ran and 
it is frequently asserted by those who oppose the 
submission of this question to the people that 
those Democrats who oppose the acceptance of 
the proposition depend upon the negroes in or- 
der to attain success. In view of these facts, as 
a Democrat, considering the preservation of the 
organization of that.party and the rpetuation 
of Democratic governmentin this State as an 
absolute nevessity to our progress and devel- 
opment, I make to you, the representative of 
the opponents of the lottery question, the 
following propoaition, which, if accepted. will in 
my opinion preserve the harmony of that party 
in this State: That the State Central Committee 
be vorvened within the next ten days, and that 
they order primary elections throughout the 
State in which white people only will be aliowed 
to participate, the said election to be called 
within thirty duys after the meeting of the com- 
mittee. If a majority of the white people voting 
at said primary election shall favor the submis- 
sion of the lottery amendmert for 
acceptance by the people the Governor 
is to call a special session of tne Legislature 
for that puroose only within thirty days after 
the said election. You will of course understand 
that in order to carry out the above suggestion 
the ration of the Governor will be neces- 
sary. I have had conversations with a large 
number of members of the Legislature on this 
subject who favor the acceptance of the proposi- 
tion, and feel assured that the above proposed 
seltlement will meet with their approval. I re- 
spectfully request an early reply. 

Mr. Foster read the communication and 
stated peremptorily that he declined to en- 
tertain such a proposition, inasmuch as he 
hadi no authority so to do. It was learned 
before that the antis in caucus had got wind 
of this proposition, discussed the matter at 
length, and the action of Senator Foster was 
the conclusion they had arrived at. The 
antis left their caucus in exuberant spirits; 
ali their forces were on hand, showing no 
signs of weakening. They say they cannot 
accept the proposition because sixty days is 
too short a time, as the lottery has control of 
a large part of tne press the people cannot 
be informed of the true state of affairs in

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Thoughts on ‘*Looking Forward.” 

CHICAGO, June 11.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
I was interested in reading your article on 
Michaelis“ Looking Forward.“ One great ob- 
jection to any scheme of socialism is the idea 
that the industrious would be compelled to sup- 
port the lazy. Ihave heard it said there is no 
such thing as a lazy man, and in a climate like 
this I think it is near the truth; yet a large num- 
ber have, to bear the stigma, and the army of 
tramps that swarm the highways and byways 
are increasing. Why do men prefer filth, rags, 
and the life of an outcast to a clean, moral life 
with a home, wife, children, and friends—all that 
makes life worth living? Is it not de- 
cause the conditions of labor are so unjust that 
honest work will not provide for the support of.a 
decent home? From a moral standpoint 
the man who strives to do what is right and fails 
is equally deserving with him who strives and 
succeeds. Bellamy's social order-is founded on 
this principle—on belief thatin the deepest, 
truest sense man is a moral creature and but for 
his environment would live a moral life. But I., 
for one, would be satisfied with something less 
than perfection. I would be satisfied if in return 
for the material wealth a man produces he re- 
ceived an equal amount of material wealth in 
some other sbape (the shape he requires). But 
the truth is in return for one day’s work he re- 
ceives dollars and cents enough to purchase an 
article representing one tenth or one-twentieth 
ofa day’s work, and that, too, of a quality not 
superior to his own. Fora hat that costs $8 a 
man works one day or one day and a hult. Does 
a $3 hat represent that much labor? Is it any 
wonder that there are lazy menin the world— 
men who prefer any kind of a life to that of a 
wage-slave? When the necessities of life are 
within the easy reach of all society will cease to 
be burdened with so-called lazy men. 

The fear of being robbed to support the lazy, 
springing from miserable selfish instincts, is a 
baseless one. With the army of soldiers, the 
army of tramps, and the army of idle rich the

‘further declines in Chicago Gas, O. T.. 
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A hearing in the quo warranto proceedings 
against the Gas Trust is set for next Monday, 
and that fact has given rise to some sensational 
dispatches over the brokers’ wires. The tenor of 
those 9 was that this is the final out- 
come of t ings, and would result in 
the * up of the corporation and the selling 
of the stock of the old companies at auction, that 
being the only way left to divest the Gas Trust 
of the stock and cl it up. The proceedings 
that are set for Monday mean „ of that 
kind, according to the 1 — trust. 
Leave was granted to the Gas Trust by * Su- 
preme Jourt to file new pleas. Thase pleas have 
now been filed, Mr. Goudy says, and a demurrer 
presented to them by the Attorney-General, 
which is set for hearing before Judge McConnell 
next Monday. The question presented to and 
decided by the Supreme Court was that the Gas 
Trust company could not lawfully exercise the 
power of buying and holding a majority of the 
shares of the capital stock of the four competing 
gas companies. The new pleas raise the ques- 
tion as to whether the Gas Trust company can 
purchase shares of stock to an amount less than a 
majority. There has been no question and is 
now no question as to the legal existence of the 
Gas Trust corporation. That has never been at- 
tacked. The pointis as to its right to exercise 
the power among others of buying and holding a 
majority of the capital stock of competing gas 
companies. Whatever the result of the pro- 
ceedings before Judge MsConnell may be it. 
would seem of not great practical importance to 
the holders of the securities. Receiver Davis 
returned from Putladelphia yesterday, and it is 
authoritatively announced that he has made har- 
monious arrangements. with the Fidelity Trust 
company whereby he wfll pay the dividend. The 
announcement is also semi-officially made that 
the dividend will be paid as usual. 

London’s subscriptions to the Brewery stock 
were $17.500,000.
